BLACK  HISTORY  MONTH

Jhe  story  of  black  Americans  is  probably  best  told 
and  best  received  when  and  where  there  are  partisan  pas- 
sions. To  conjure  a  truly  poignant  longing;for  a  history 
forever  lost,  one  must  try  to  remember  that  last  sight  of 
African  shore.  One  must  come  to  know  what  it  is  like 
being  yanked  from  history,  and  ruthlessly  and  without 
justice  thrown  into  an  inferno  to  burn  abandoned  for 
over  four  hundred  years. 

But  if  black  history  is  an  epic  story,  the  tragic  romance 
that  may  best  express  the  creation  of  the  New  World,  it 
is  also  a  family  story  that  is  rarely  repeated  undevised 
outside  the  family  circle. 

If  I  were  to  suggest  that  the  family  saga  of  black  life 
has  only  recently  found  its  own  sure  and  sound  voice, 
I  am  sure  that  many  would  immediately  think  o f  Roots. 
And  rightly  so.  Roots  has  certainly  done  more  than  its 
share  to  prove  there  is  vast  interest  in  the  telling  of  this 
long  suppressed  and  mutilated  tale. 

Every  February  we  celebrate  the  lives  of  black  folk 
by  honoring  the  lives  of  Frederick  Douglass,  Martin  Luther 
King,  Jr.,  and  Malcolm  X.  We  gather  among  ourselves  and 
our  friends  to  tell  the  story  again,  or  perhaps  for  the  first 
time,  we  find  some  new  story  or  correction,  and  we  do 
everything  we  can  to  make  the  story  greater  each  year. 

This  year,  during  Black  History  month,  KPFA  will 
feature  readings  from  some  of  the  best  of  last  year?s 
black-authored  publications.  Weaving  back  and  forth  in 
time,  from  author  to  author,  these  readings  will  tell  the 
story  from  the  days  of  Africa  past/into  the  inferno  that 
was  slavery,  and  on  into  the  Promised  Land  and  beyond. 

We  begin  the  month  with  a  look  at  black  women.  Dur- 
ing the  Morning  Reading  of  February  1  through  3,  Barbara 
Christian  reads  excerpts  from  her  recent  publication, 
Black  Women  Novelists:  The  Development  of  a  Tradition, 
with  selected  pieces  from  Paule  Marshall,  Toni  Morri- 
son and  Alice  Walker.  The  first  two  Evening  Readings  of 
the  month,  on  February  first  and  second,  Ernest  Gaines 
reads  from  his  stunning  book,  The  Autobiography  of  Miss 
Jane  Pittman,  which  tells  the  story  of  a  black  woman, 
born  in  slavery,  who  lives  through  the  great  changes  and 
upheavals  of  the  nineteenth  and  twentieth  centuries,  and 
emerges  proud  and  strong  during  the  civil  rights  movement 
of  the  1960's. 

The  last  two  morning  readings  of  that  week  are  devo- 
ted to  the  works  of  Alice  Walker,  a  poet,  novelist,  short 
story  writer  and  leading  black  feminist.  Those  two  read- 
ings are  followed  on  Saturday,  February  6th  at  12  noon 
with  a  special  two  hour  portrait  of  Ms.  Walker,  includ- 
ing an  interview,  produced  by  Karla  Tonella  of  the  KPFA 


Women's  Department. 

On  Monday,  February  8th  on  the  Evening  Reading  at 
1 1 :30  pm,  we  begin  a  look  at  Harlem  with  Shaping  A 
Black  Metropolis  by  Jervis  Anderson.  This  two  part  look 
at  the  history  of  Harlem  from  its  early  days  through  its 
height  in  the  twenties  to  its  decline  in  the  forties  and  fif- 
ties, was  originally  published  in  the  New  Yorker  maga- 
zine. Essentially  a  history  of  the  community,  it  contrasts 
with  When  Harlem  Was  In  Vogue  by  David  Levering.  This 
is  a  cultural  history,  focusing  on  that  community  during 
its  heyday.  We'll  be  reading  excerpts  from  that  work  on 
Monday  Feb.  1 5  and  Tuesday  Feb.  16  at  1 1 :30  pm. 

With  the  rise  of  Reaganomics  comes  a  black  disillusion 
with  traditional  liberalism.  At  heart  are  the  various  ways 
to  view  the  black  experience,  and  understand  its  meaning. 
There  Is  A  River  by  Vincent  Harding  is  a  look  back  at  the 
black  struggle  for  freedom  in  America  from  the  point  of 
view  of  a  close  associate  of  Martin  Luther  King,  Jr.  This 
is  partisan  passion  at  its  best:  a  "searing  reinterpretation 
of  the  historical  struggle  of  Afro- Americans  for  their  lib- 
eration and  the  realization  of  their  destiny."  We'll  be  read- 
ing from  Harding  on  Wednesday  February  10th  and  Thurs- 
day February  1 1th  at  1 1 :30  pm. 

Harding  does  not  hold  back,  and  his  forceful  exami- 
nation of  the  movement  for  black  rights  in  America  is  in 
marked  contrast  to  the  work  of  Thomas  Sowell,one 
of  Ronald  Reagan's  top  black  advisors.  Sowell  is  a  dis- 
passionate economist,  and  in  his  book  Ethnic  America, 
(from  which  we'll  read  his  chapter  on  'The  Blacks') 
he  uses  'elementary'  economics  to  form  theses 
with  which  most  of  the  black  thinkers  of  today  would 
readily  disagree.  But  the  views  of  this  senior  fellow 
from  the  Hoover  Institution  are  important:  while  extreme 
and  perhaps  outlandish,  they  move  in  new  directions 
and  away  from  what  appear  to  be  discredited  old  truths. 
We'll  read  from  Sowell  on  the  Evening  Reading,  Wednes- 
day February  17th  and  Thursday  February  18th. 

Sowell  and  Harding  may  be  opposite  sides  of  the 
same  spectrum,  but  Ishmael  Reed  comes  from  a  third 
side  entirely.  One  of  the  dominant  forces  in  modern 
black  literature,  Reed's  poetic  and  satiric  works  form  a 
counterpoint  to  the  dryness  of  Sowell  and  the  sincerity 
of  Harding.  Reed  will  read  from  his  own  works  on 
Tuesday,  February  23  through  Thursday,  February  25 
at  11:30  pm. 

But  Black  History  Month  on  KPFA  contains  far  more 
than  readings.  Regular  programs  such  as  Music  from 
Alkebu-Lan,  Music  for  an  Afternoon,  In  Your  Ear  and 
The  Secret's  Out  will  all  focus  on  the  black  musical  and 
cultural  heritage. 

In  addition,  on  Sund*, ,  February  7th,  KPFA  is  proud 


to  present  a  live  satellite  broadcast  from  Washington, 
D.C.  of  The  Art  Ensemble  of  Chicago.  Full  Force:  Free- 
dom of  Expression  will  also  include  interviews  with 
figures  such  as  Paul  Robeson,  Jr.,  Cecil  Taylor  and  Ber- 
nice  Reagon,  as  well  as  the  poetry  of  Langston  Hughes, 
Amira  Baraka  and  the  aforementioned  Ishmael  Reed.  It 
is  produced  in  cooperation  with  three  Pacifica  stations: 
WBAI  in  New  York,  WPFW  in  Washington,  and  KPFA. 

Other  programs  throughout  the  month  will  focus  on 
such  leading  musical  figures  as  Archie  Shepp,  Billie  Holi- 
day, Albert  Ayler,  Anthony  Davis,  Max  Roach  and 
Ornette  Coleman. 

Even  KPFA's  science  fiction  program,  Probabilities, 
gets  into  the  act  with  an  interview  with  Octavia  E.  Butler, 
one  of  the  few  black  women  currently  publishing  science 
fiction. 

It  is  ironic,  and  perhaps  more  than  a  little  tragic,  that 
we  find  it  necessary  to  set  aside  a  month  of  programming 
to  recognize  the  history  and  contributions  of  any  ethnic 
or  racial  group.  The  struggle  of  black  America,  and  its 
cultural  heritage,  form  an  ingrained  element  of  the  struggle 
and  cultural  heritage  of  all  Americans. 

This  sort  of  recognition  should  not  be  necessary.  But 
it  is,  and  in  these  times  of  racial  crisis  it  becomes  more 
important  than  ever  not  only  to  recognize  black  cultural 
contributions,  but  to  understand  the  black  experience 
in  America. 

KPFA  and  Pacifica  are,  and  have  always  been  com- 
mitted to  presenting  programming  that  focuses  on  under- 
standing and  recognition  of  people  of  all  races  and  ethnic 
backgrounds.  This  was  an  element  of  the  first  statements 
ever  issued  by  the  Pacifica  Foundation,  and  remains  the 
core  of  KPFA's  broadcasting  today.  It  is  a  commitment 
which  will  not  end.

KPFA  and  the  Pacifica  Foundation  will  be  celebrating  our  33rd  birthday 
this  coming  April.  We  are  planning  a  dinner  (Banquet)  which  we  hope  be- 
comes an  annual  tradition.  We  have  invited  an  extraordinary  keynote  speak- 
er, but  have  not  yet  received  a  firm  commitment.  Bay  Area  Congressman 
Ron  Dellums  and  other  local  community  leaders  will  undoubtedly  be  invi- 
ted to  attend  and  speak  briefly.  But,  by  and  large,  you.  .  .our  listeners  and 
supporters.  .  .will  be  the  most  welcome  guests. 

The  event  will  take  place  on  Saturday,  April  17th  in  the  ballroom  of  the 
Shattuck  Hotel,  across  the  street  from  the  station  in  downtown  Berkeley.

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COVERAGE  OF  POLAND 

Dear  KPFA, 

I  am  concerned  by  the  nature  of  KPFA's  cov- 
erage of  the  events  in  Poland.  With  the  excep- 
tion of  Bill  Mandel's  efforts,  KPFA's  normal- 
ly acute  critical  and  analytical  abilities  seem  to 
have  been  suspended,  and  you  seem  to  accept, 
whole  cloth,  the  major  media's  version  of  the 
significance  of  the  Solidarity  movement  and 
the  imposition  of  martial  law.  The  news  spe- 
cial, while  attempting  to  present  a  balanced 
picture,  did  not  make  an  effort  to  analyze  the 
underlying  realities,  either  internationally  or 
within  Polish  society.  I  think  that  KPFA's 
usual  analytical  efforts  are  even  more  crucial 
when  it  comes  to  helping  its  audience  to  under- 
stand events  within  the  socialist  world. 

If  nothing  else,  the  media  blitz  and  the  chorus 
of  wails  for  the  liberty  of  Poland  and  expres- 
sions of  eternal  working  class  solidarity  emanat- 
ing from  the  White  House  and  Pentagon, . 
joined  by  the  Pope  who  has  notably  been  silent 
on  oppression  virtually  everywhere  else  in  the 
world,  should  prod  us  to  sit  up  and  take  notice 
that  at  the  very  least,  the  events  require  a  deep- 
er analysis.  This  peculiar  company  in  which 
those  supporting  Poland's  Solidarity  find  them- 
selves should  not  be  dismissed  as  an  uncomfort- 
able coincidence,  but  must  be  a  guide  to  a  deep- 
er analysis  of  the  complexities  of  the  modern 
world.  Could  it  be  that  Reagan  &  Co.  know 
something  that  we  don't  about  where  a  move- 
ment like  this  will  ultimately  lead  Poland? 

It  is  already  clear  that  Reagan  and  Haig's  sud- 
den interest  in  human  liberty,  which  we  know 
to  be  highly  selective,  is  a  cover  for  interests 
closer  to  their  hearts,  namely,  the  destruction 
of  detente  and  return  to  the  Cold  War.  In  the 
longer  run,  of  course,  is  the  effort  to  weaken 
the  Warsaw  Pact.  It  certainly  is  not  possible  to 
look  at  events  in  Poland  outside  of  this  atmos- 
phere of  coercion,  hysteria  and  brinksmanship 
on  the  part  of  the  most  reactionary  militaristic 
elements  in  the  West.  • 

Similarly,  the  events  within  Poland  itself  must 
be  seen  in  terms  of  this  dynamic  of  forces  in 
the  world  today.  Whether  we  like  it  or  not, 
much  of  Solidarity's  support,  both  within  and 
outside  of  Poland,  comes  from  forces  to  whom 
the  idea  of  creating  a  workers'  state  of  some 
new  ideal  type  is  as  foreign  as  it  is  to  Reagan 
and  Haig.  We  must  take  an  honest  look  at  the 
complex,  tragic  history  of  Poland,  the  nature 
of  the  various  forces  during  and  after  the 
fascist  takeover,  and  the  international  dyna- 
mics in  relation  to  these  forces.  The  militarists 
of  the  West  have  hardly  been  passive  bystand- 
ers in  the  development  of  events  in  the  Eastern 
European  countries,  but  rather  have  aided  and 
abetted  those  forces  that  would  weaken  the  devel 
opment  and  cohesion  of  the  countries  attempt- 
ing to  develop  toward  socialism.  The  use  of 
force  and  restriction  of  liberties,  therefore,  in 
Poland,  is  immediately  and  intricately  tied  to 
the  use  of  force  and  restriction  of  liberties  in 
the  Western  world.  It  is  simply  impossible  to 
account  for  the  former  without  analyzing  the 
latter. 

None  of  this  is  to  deny  the  tragic  nature  of 
events  in  Poland,  the  many  progressive  aspects 
of  the  Solidarity  movement,  and  the  severe 
difficulties  that  have  beset  Polish  society  for 
many  decades.  It  is,  however,  to  insist  that  we 
cannot  afford  to  think  that  the  world  works 
according  to  abstract  principles.  When  we  see 
a  bandwagon  rumbling  by,  we  must  think 
twice  before  jumping  on,  though  it  may  fly 
appealing  banners.  When  the  wagonmasters  are 
the  likes  of  Reagan,  Haig  and  the  Vatican,  we 
can  be  sure  that  this  wagon  is  not  headed  very 
far  in  our  direction  and  we  may,  indeed,  dis- 
cover that  we  have  paid  too  high  a  toll  before 
we  are  able  to  jump  back  off. 

I  have  the  highest  regard  for  KPFA's  efforts 
in  these  ever  more  difficult  times.  1  think  the 
situation  in  Poland  provides  an  excellent  op- 
portunity for  examination  and  discussion  of 
crucial  aspects  in  understanding  today's  world. 
Therefore,  I  hope  that  you  will  make  an  ef- 
fort to  apply  your  usually  very  high  standards 
of  Journalism  to  this  situation.

The  nice  thing  about  writing  about  Poland 
is  that  the  pontiffs  were  so  goddam  wrong  - 
all  the  pontiffs,  from  the  Far  Right  in  Washing- 
ton and  the  Hoover  Institution,  through  the 
newspaper  columnists  big  and  small,  through 
the  professors  at  Columbia  and  Berkeley, 
through  the  Left  from  In  TJiese  Times  to  the 
Communist  Party,  whose  Gus  Hall  announced, 
shortly  after  the  crisis  began  in  1980  that 
Gierek,  then  head  of  the  Polish  United  Work- 
ers (Communist)  Party,  was  a  good  old  boy 
who  would  fix  everything  up  just  fine. 

They  were  all  so  cocksure  (except  Hall, 
who  was  cocksure  in  the  opposite  direction) 
that  Polish  society  was  a  single  entity  so  dis- 
gusted with  Stalinism,  or  the  "Soviet  model," 
that  no  force  existed  within  the  country  suf- 
ficiently loyal  to  its  basic  principles  to  pull  it 
together,  so  Moscow  would  have  to  intervene, 
and  stomp  the  Poles  under  its  Iron  Heel,  and 
the  brave  Poles  who  would  never  never  be 
timid  Czechs  would  fight  in  the  mines  and  the 
mills  and  the  farmlands,  and  the  West  from 
Reagan  to  the  Italian  and  Spanish  Communist 
leaderships  and  our  own  nice  clean  AFL-CIO 
and  Social  Democrats  would  weep  crocodile 
tears  and  nobody  would  ever  have  to  worry 
about  detente  again. .  .and  Weinberger  would 
pile  up  his  arms  for  First  Strike  Day  in  1988, 
and  the  rest  of  us  would  docilely  accustom 
ourselves  to  breadlines  and  souplines  because 
you  can't  have  guns  and  butter  at  the  same 
time,  and  you'd  rather  be  Dead  than  Red 

Well,  the  Polish  Army  and  the  Polish  people 
saved  us.  Chew  on  that,  dammit. 

The  Polish  generals  and  colonels,  Commu- 
nists to  the  last  man,  who  had  begun  life  as 
peasant  and  worker  privates  organized  as  Polish 
units  in  the  Soviet  Union  during  World  War  II, 
and  had  fought  alongside  the  Soviet  forces  to 
drive  out  the  Nazis  who  had  killed  one  quarter 
of  Poland's  population  (not  all  Jews  by  many 
a  million),  saved  us.  Not  only  thexafScers,  but 
the  drafteee  majority,  overwhelmingly  non- 
Communist,  who  understood  that  their  coun- 
try was  literally  falling  apart  and  that  it  simply 
had  to  go  back  to  work  to  feed  and  clothe  it- 
self before  anything  could  be  settled,  also  had 
a  part.  And  the  Polish  people,  who  had  before 
them 

how  to  win  with  their  bare  hands,  without 
arms,  against  arms,  if  that  was  what  they  want- 
ed. The  Poles  did  not  suffer  a  failure  of  nerve-, 
anyone  who  reads  evenJhe  Brittanica  on 
Polish  history  knows  that,  if  anything,  their 
fault  is  in  the  opposite  extreme.  They  saw  that 
the  wild  men  in  Solidarity's  leadership,  those 
non-worker  dissidents  who  rejected  the  pleas 
of  government  after  government  to  take  some 
responsibility  for  production  (isn't  that  what 
they  claimed  to  want:  "workers  control"?) 
and  who  managed  to  survive  physically  with- 
out any  means  of  support,  simply  have  no 
program  but  destabilization. 


I  have  seen  all  kinds  of  things  in  my  life- 
time which  have  been  totally  beyond  predic- 
tion: a  Greek  Orthodox  Archbishop,  Makarios, 
becoming  savior  of  Cyprus;  my  fellow  Jews, 
the  most  peaceable  of  people,  becoming  mili- 
tarist imperialists  in  their  Israeli  incarnation; 
a  lawyer  landing  on  the  coast  of  Cuba  with 
28  others  and  coming  to  head  not  only  his 
own  country  ,  but  becoming  a  world  figure 
who  plays  a  role  in  the  history  of  Africa; 
a  man  calling  himself  a  Communist,  Pol  Pot, 
engaging  in  the  slaughter  of  his  own  people 
on  a  scale  to  which  I  simply  know  no  parallel 
in  history.  So  1  am  no  longer  disoriented,  al- 
though utterly  surprised,  when  a  general, 
Jaruzelski,  delivers  a  speech  proclaiming 
martial  law  which  moved  me  to  tears  when  I 
read  it  due  to  the  obvious  purity  of  the 
patriotism,  the  unfeignable  desire  for  reconcil- 
iation that  permeated  it.  Imagine  a  general 
saying:  "Force  cannot  solve  a  single  one  of 
Poland's  problems."  He  said  it. 

I  do  not  know  if  Jaruzelski  will  succeed. 
His  major  predescessor,  Gierek,  now  deserved- 
ly in  jail,  looked  awfully  good  during  the  first 
five  years  of  his  rule,  and  then  brought  the 
country  to  ruin  by  a  policy  Jjased  on  the  as- 
assumption  that  the  West  would  be  a  perma- 
nent market  for  immense  Polish  exports.  What 
kind  of  Marxist  is  it  who  does  not  know  that 
the  business  cycle  is  endemic  in  capitalism,  and 
that  markets  collapse  during  depression? 
Gierek's  predecessor,  Gomulka,  looked  very 
good  during  his  first  year,  but  did  not  under- 
stand that  private  farming  meant  that  the  sons 
and  daughters  of  the  farmers,  going  to  work  in 
the  factories,  would  bring  with  them  the  small- 
business  me-first  attitudes  their  background 
produced.. 

So  Gomulka  got  himself  a  consumerist,  not  ' 
collectivist  working  class.  Washington  furthered 
that  deliberately  with  six  years  of  enormous 
aid  to  Poland   -  only  Poland:  the  other  War- 
saw pact  countries  were  cut  off.  Gomulka  was 
unable  to  find  a  way  out  of  the  ensuing  prob- 
lems. There  are  many  ways  to  destabilize. 

Gornicki,  Jaruzelski's  spokesman,  told  CBS 
following  the  declaration  of  martial  law,  that 
"Solidarity  has  9,000,000  members.  An  organ- 
ization like  that  won't  just  go  away." 

That  is  wisdom.  What  will  be  done  with  it 
remains  to  be  seen.  But  it  is  time  we  looked  at 
East  European  postwar  history  and  realized 
that  stereotypes  do  not  apply. 

I  used  to  think  that  the  countries  to  which 
the  USSR  had  been  the  enemy  during  World 
War  II  would  be  the  tough  ones  in  which  to 
build  a  new  society.  It  has  not  worked  that  way. 
The  most  successful  socialism  in  Europe  is  that 
of  East  Germany,  where  Walter  Ulbricht  had 
to  begin  by  rooting  Nazism  out  of  people's 
souls,  and  now  the  most  confident  and 
articulate  spokespersons  for  their  social  system 
are  the  teen-age  Olympic  swimmers  from 
East  Germany. 

Just  about  as  successful  is  Hungary,  who-j 
leader,  Janos  Kadar,  was  installed  by  Soviet 


bayonets  in  1956  alter  his  Communist  prede- 
cessor had  made  a  mess  of  things  by  importing 
Stalinism. 

Yugoslavia,  politically  totally  independent, 
is  in  terrible  economic  shape  because  its  lack 
of  central  planning  produces  unemployment 
as  in  any  capitalist  country,  and  its  dependence 
on  guest-worker  jobs  in  Germany  has  kicked 
back  due  to  the  recession  there.  Romania, 
combining  Stalinist  severity  of  government 
with  a  maverick  foreign  policy,  is  in  bad  eco- 
nomic shape. 

It  has  become  clear  that  so  non-doctrinarfc 
a  category  as  "the  subjective  factor,"  plain  old 
political  Wisdom,  is  of  vast  importance,  even 
overriding  whether  a  government  is  indigenous 
or  imposed  from  without.  But  what  we  must 
get  through  our  thick  skulls  is  the  fact  that 
Eastern  Europe  is  not  some  uniform  mass  of 
"satellites,"  but  a  place  that  has  only  two 
things  in  common: 

1)  that  the  USSR,  invaded  through  it  twice  in 
this  century,  draws  the  line  at  anything  which 
might  weaken  the  Warsaw  Pact  so  long  as 
NATO  exists  (there  is  a  standing  Eastern  offer 
to  dissolve  the  two  alliances  simultaneously), 
and 

2)  that  the  Communist  governments  will  not 
permit  the  restoration  of  capitalist  ownership 
of  the  means  of  production.  To  Social-Demo- 
crats, for  whom  the  greatest  sin  is  the  aboli- 
tion of  capitalism  (which  no  Social  Democratic 
government  has  ever  done  in  64  years  of  such 
governments),  that  is  a  tough  nut  to  swallow. 
Well,  better  swallow  it  rather  than  assist  the 
nuclear  war-makers. 

Perhaps  the  new  situation  in  Poland  will 
be  easier  to  deal  with  if  sobriety  replaces 
hysteria.  Documentation  helps.  When  the 
Soviets  did  not  invade  Poland,  the  deep  think- 
ers saved  the  day  by  announcing  that  Jaruzel- 
ski is  simply  their  surrogate.  But  on  December 
24th,  the  New  York  Times  reported  that  "A 
Polish  Catholic  cardinal  (second  only  to  Pri- 
mate Glemp)  told  a  Western  embassy  that  the 
crackdown  in  Poland  was  strictly  a  Polish  de- 
cision. .  .(He)  discounted  Western  news  reports 
that  Soviet  officials  had  supervised  the  declara- 
tion of  martial  law. .  .Cardinal  Mach'arski  also 
seemed  to  accept  the  necessity  of  the  crack- 
down." (my  emphasis  -  WM,  article  reprinted 
in  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle). 

On  the  charge  that  the  martial  law  posters 
had  been  printed  in  the  Soviet  Union,  the 
Washington  Post  reported  on  December  25th 
(also  reprinted  in  the  Chronicle):  "Harry  Rosit- 
zke,  a  retired  CIA  official,  said  the  source  [of 
the  allegation)  was  probably  Polish.  Rositzke 
and  other  intelligence  experts  agreed  that 
Reagan's  remark  was  an  unusual  breach  of 
official  secrecy  and  also  a  strong  message  to 
Moscow,  'if  it's  true. '  He  said  Solidarity  union 
spokesmen  all  over  the  world  had  been  making 
statements  of  questionable  accuracy  since 
martial  law  was  imposed. "  (my  emphasis-WM) 

But  it  is  precisely  the  acceptance  on  faith 
of  anything  coming  from  Solidarity  or  any  of 
its  diverse  activists,  that  has  been  responsible 
for  the  unwillingness  of  liberals  and  the  Left 
to  think  about  the  unprecedented,  non-stereo- 
typical situation  there.  They  assumed  that 
Solidarity  activists  understood  their  own  coun- 


try, and  its  membership.  That  now  appears 
dubious.  The  Washington  Post  correspondent 
in  Warsaw,  reprinted  in  the  Chronicle,  Jan.  2, 
said: 

"More  than  two  weeks  after  the  imposition 
of  Martial  Law  in  Poland,  Marek  Kowalczv1-" 
still  cannot  believe  what  has  happened. .  . 
Bright  and  alert,  30  year  old  Kowalczyk  is 
typical  of  middle  level  Solidarity  activists. .  . 
A  short  time  ago  he  believed  that  the  union's 
roots  in  Polish  society  were  so  strong  that  it 
would  prove  impossible  for  even  the  most 
repressive  regime  to  remove  them.  Today  he 
sees  those  roots  withering  around  him." 

One  reason  for  the  horror-in-advance  atti- 
tudes in  the  West  is  that  people  have  accepted 
Solzhenitsyn's  Gulag  image  of  "communism." 
But  the  same  Kowalczyk,  after  detainment 
for  all  of  several  hours,  "was  released  when  he 
signed  a  routine  declaration  promising  not  to 
break  regulations. .  .Kowalczyk  recalled  that 
when  he  was  taken  to  a  Warsaw  police  station 
in  the  middle  of  the  night,  the  police  went  out 
of  their  way  to  be  polite.  They  kept  on  telling 
us  that  they  wanted  to  treat  us  well.' .  .  .A 
well  known  writer  -  let's  call  him  Ryszard," 
the  same  dispatch  from  Warsaw  continues, 
"said  he  had  received  similar  treatment  during 
a  week's  detention. .  .After  a  freezing  first 
night  during  which  he  could  not  sleep  because 
it  was  impossible  to  shut  the  window,  he  was 
transferred  to  a  more  comfortable  cell. .  . 
Ryszard  described  the  atmosphere  in  prison  be- 
fore his  release  as  'good-humored.' ' 

Chile,  anybody?  South  Korea?  Taiwan? 
Guatemala?  Salvador?  South  Africa?  The  Israeli 
prisons  for  PLO  suspects? 

But  that  report  should  be  no  surprise  to  any- 
one recalling  that  during  the  preceding  18 
months  of  turmoil,  the  total  violence  allegedly 
attributed  to  the  authorities  was  a  half  dozen 
beathings  and  no  deaths,  about  par  for  any 
single  local  strike  lasting  lone  enough  for  the 
police  run  in  scabs  in  the  United  States. 
Never  mind  that  in  this  country  not  a  week 
goes  by  without  the  police  killing  of  a  Black 
in  the'eourse  of  the  routine  suprcssion  of 
that  people.  NAACP  and  Urban  League  figures 
are,  in  fact,  somewhat  higher. 

None  of  the  foregoing  makes  martial  law 
in  Poland  good.  History,  unfortunately,  does 
not  deal  in  categories  of  abstract  ethics.  Its 
operative  criterion  is  necessity,  and  the  Amer- 
ican people  seem  to  understand  this  better 
than  those  who  claim  to  think  for  them.  An 
Associated  Press-NBC  poll,  reported  as  early 
as  December  1 8th,  found  that  half  of  the  Am- 
erican public  thought  "martial  law  was  inevi- 
table because  of  economic  conditions  in  Po- 
land" and  another  third  thought  it  "was  im- 
posed because  Solidarity  went  too  far  in  its 
demands  on  the  Polish  government!'  That  is 
supported  by  the  action,  or  rather  inaction, 
of  the  activist  population.  In  San  Francisco, 
last  year's  El  Salvador  demonstration  of  10,000 
was  fifty  times  as  large  as  that  protesting  mar- 
tial law  in  Poland.  The  ratio  in  Bonn  (cruise 
missiles  vs.  Poland)  was  the  same:  350,000  to 
7,000.  The  people  isn't  so  dumb.

The  Reagan 
immigration 

Plan

Amidst  protests  from  church,  labor,  civil 
rights,  and  immigrant  rights  groups,  Congress 
is  deliberating  on  the  most  important  immi- 
gration legislation  in  recent  years.  The  "Omni- 
bus Immigration  Control  Act,"  sponsored  by 
Strom  Thurmond  (R-N.C.)  is  the  proposed 
codification  of  the  Reagan  Administration's 
proposal  of  July  30th,  1981  to  change  the 
immigration  laws. 

More  widely  known  as  the  Reagan  Im- 
migration Plan,  the  bill  attempts  to  "curb 
illegal  immigration"  through  increased  en- 
forcement, imposing  employer  sanctions, 
and  by  creating  a  glorified  "bracero"  program 
known  as  the  Guestworker  Program.  Most  im- 
portantly, the  bill  intends  to  shape  the  make-, 
up  of  the  labor  force  and  to  deny  certain 
rights  of  that  labor  force.  For  the  American 
public,  and  for  the  labor  movement  in  partic- 
ular, the  Reagan  plan  represents  a  major 
challenge. 

The  main  features  of  the  act  are  as  follows: 
1.  Legalization  for  Undocumented  People.  Un- 
der the  bill,  so-called  "illegal  aliens"  would 
be  granted  a  type  of  legalization.  An  alien  who 
entered  the  U.S.  before  January  1,  1980  would 
be  eligible.  Under  the  plan  the  alien  would 
have  to  register  with  the  INS  and  remain  in 
the  U.S.  for  10  years.  Every  three  years  the 
alien  would  have  to  report  to  the  INS  for  an 
interview  regarding  his  status.  During  the  10 
year  period,  the  alien  would  not  be  able  to 


bring  over  his/her  spouse  or  children,  and 
would  not  be  eligible  for  public  benefits.  How- 
ever, the  alien  must  pay  taxes.  After  the  10 
years,  the  alien  must  show  "minimal  English 
language  ability"  and  not  have  been  convicted 
of  any  crimes.  If  the  alien  fails  to  meet  the 
qualifications  after  the  10  years,  he/she  could 
be  deported. 

In  reality,  the  "legalization  program"  will 
create  a  subclass  of  people  with  virtually  no 
rights  while  living  at  the  mercy  of  the  Immi- 
gration and  Naturalization  Service  (INS). 

2.  Guestworkers.  Labeled  the  "Temporary 
Mexican  Workers  Act,"  this  provision  of  the 
bill  sets  up  a  two-year  experimental  program 
for  the  temporary  admission  of  Mexican 
workers  to  work  in  any  jobs  for  which  there 
is  a  shortage  of  U.S.  workers.  50,000  workers 
per  year  would  be  admitted.  Each  state  would 
determine  if  there  was  a  shortage  and  would 
notify  the  Department  of  Labor  of  their  need. 

Under  the  program,  aliens  would  be  admit- 
ted for  no  more  than  one  year.  The  alien  could 
not  bring  his/her  spouse  or  children,  and  could 
not  receive  social  welfare  benefits  such  as  food 
stamps,. unemployment  compensation,  etc. 
Finally,  the  alien  would  be  barred  from  adjust- 
ing his/her  status  to  that  of  a  permanent  resi- 
dent. It  is  unclear  whether  the  alien  will  have 
the  labor  rights  of  other  workers,  e.g.  unioni- 
zationj  overtime  wages,  etc.  However,  the  work- 
ers will  have  to  pay  taxes. 

Essentially,  the  "guestworker"  program  will 
provide  certain  industries,  e.g.  agriculture,  gar- 
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ment,  electronics,  service,  etc.  with  a  cheap 
and  easily  exploitable  workforce  that  would  be 
hard  to  organize.  Proponents  defend  the  pro- 
gram on  the  grounds  that  the  guestworkers  will 
take  jobs  "that  Americans  don't  want."  Ameri- 
can workers  may  not  want  them  specifically 
because  the  pay  is  low  and  the  conditions  are 
terrible. 

Guestworkers  could  easily  be  found  and  de- 
ported if  they  organized  for  better  wages, 
unionization,  etc.  According  to  the  Mexican 
Workers  Confederation,  the  program  would 
"legalize  the  second  class  status  of  undocu- 
mented Mexican  laborers  in  the  U.S." 

3.  Employer  Sanctions.  Perhaps  the  most  con- 
troversial part  of  the  bill  is  the  provision  for 
"employer  sanctions."  The  administration 
concedes  that  aliens  come  to  the  U.S.  because 
there  are  jobs  available  here,  and  that  aliens 
are  easily  exploitable  because  of  their  undoc- 
umented status  (if  they  enter  illegally  or  lose 
their  legal  status).  If  employers  are  penalized 
for  hiring  undocumented  workers,  the  argu- 
ment goes,  then  they  will  stop  hiring  them.  In 
turn,  this  will  discourage  aliens  from  coming 
to  the  U.S. 

Under  the  bill,  an  employer  who  knowing- 
ly hires  an  undocumented  worker  would  be 
fined  $500  for  each  worker.  If  he  repeats  the 
violation,  the  fine  increases  to  $1000  per 
worker.  The  employer  must  request  identifi- 
cation from  the  worker  which  indicates  he 
is  legal 

The  bill  works  under  the  belief  that  the 
only  persons  who  would  be  asked  for  docu- 
mentation would  be  "foreign  looking"  per- 
sons, i.e.  racial  minorities.  Furthermore,  if 
an  employer  does  not  want  to  hire  some 
persons,  he  can  refuse  to  do  so  under  the  pre- 
text that  he  does  not  believe  they  are  here 
legally. 

the  bill  assumes  that  aliens  take  jobs  away 
from  Americans.  That  is,  if  you  can  keep  the 
aliens  out,  then  more  Americans  will  be  em- 
ployed (Contrast  this  with  the  fact  that  the 
plan  allows  for  guestworkers  to  enter!).  Iron- 
ically, this  theory  has  gained  support  from 
many  in  the  labor  movement. 

What  would  happen  is  that  undocumented 
aliens  will  be  hired,  but  will  be  at  the  mercy 
of  employers,  since  the  threat  of  deporta- 
tion could  be  held  over  the  alien's  head  should 
the  alien  complain,  organize,  etc.  What  would 
be  .created  then,  is  a  subclass  of  workers  with 
virtually  no  rights. 

4.  Immigration  Emergency  Act  This  portion 
of  the  bill  would  allow  the  President  to  de- 
clare an  "immigration  emergency"  if  he  be- 
lieves a  substantial  number  of  undocumented 
aliens  were  about  to  enter  the  U.S.  INS  boats 
could  stop  ships  on  the  high  seas  and  search 
for  "illegal  aliens"  and  prevent  the  boats  from 
entering  the  U.S. 

This  is  similar  to  the  Haitian  Interdiction 
program  currently  in  progress  in  the  Carib- 
bean. 

5.  One-Step  Asylum.  Persons  currently  seek- 
ing political  asylum  in  the  U.S.  are  provided 
administrative  review  and  judicial  appeals  in 
the  determination  of  asylum  claim.  Under  the 
bill,  the  asylum  claim  would  be  adjudicated 
by  one  officer  of  the  INS,  with  no  judicial  re- 
view or  appeal  available.  If  the  claim  is  rejec- 
ted, the  alien  will  be  sent  to  deportation  pro- 
ceedings. 

Under  the  current  U.S.  policy,  it  can  be 
expected  that  asylum  applicants  from  Haiti, 
El  Salvador,  Guatemala,  etc.  would  be  denied 
immediately.  (All  of  the  1500+  claims  from 
El  Salvadoreans  have  been  rejected  by  the 
State  Department  on  the  grounds  that  the 
aliens  themselves  are  not  suffering  political 
persecution!). 

Overall,  the  immigration  bill  will  be  a 
major  revamping  of  the  immigration  and  labor 
laws.  The  intent  of  the  bill  is  to  legally  pro- 
vide U.S.  industries  with  a  labor  force  that 
has  virtually  no  rights  and  that  is  hard  to 
organize  because  of  its  transient  character. 
Frightened  with  the  threat  of  deportation 
and/or  jail,  aliens  will  be  reluctant  to  assert 
their  rights  or  organize  for  better  conditions. 

The  bill  provides  the  American  public 
and  the  labor  movement  with  a  major  chalt 
lenge  to  defend  the  rights  of  all  workers  - 
citizen  or  alien,  documented  or  undocumented. 
It  should  be  opposed  on  all  points!

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Chris  Potter,  who  hosted  the  Blues  In  The 
Night  program  on  Sunday  nights  from  March, 
1975  through  July,  1978,  along  with  various 
specials  in  1980,  died  unexpectedly  of  a  sud- 
den illness  on  November  25,  1981. 

Her  radio  career  began  at  KT1M  in  San 
Rafael  in  1973.  It  was  during  this  time  that 
she  received  thousands  of  letters  from  prison- 
ers inside  penitentiaries  throughout  California 
who  listened  to  her  show.  At  the  time,  Chris 
was  one  of  only  a  handful  of  DJ's  who  played 
blues  and  R  &  B,  and  she  rapidly  developed 
a  large  audience.  But  it  was  the  prison  corre- 
spondence which  motivated  her  to  get  in- 
volved in  various  prison  reform  projects.  In 
1975,  she  headed  a  drive  to  raise  money,  and 
donated  250  radios  to  inmates  at  San  Quen- 
tin.  That  same  year,  she  was  fired  by  KTIM 
for  refusing  to  change  her  blues,  soul  and  jazz 
format  to  hard  rock.  Two  months  later,  she 
returned  to  the  air  on  KPFA,  where  she  was 
allowed  to  continue  playing  the  music  she 
loved. 

During  her  years  at  KPFA,  she  continued 
to  do  dedications  and  relay  messages  from 
friends  and  relatives  on  the  outside  to  their 
loved  ones  in  prison.  She  also  developed  a 
large  and  diverse  following  of  people  hooked 
on  her  incredible  talent  and  taste. 

According  to  Chris,  "My  sole  purpose 
for  getting  into  radio  in  the  first  place  was  to 
play  music  I  felt  was  neglected  by  the  media. 
If  1  had  to  put  this  music  into  categories,  it 
would  be  classified  as  Blues,  Soul  and  Jazz. 
The  majority  of  artists  I  play  get  little  or  no 
airplay  in  the  Bay  Area.  To  me,  these  artists 
have  a  unique  ability  to  express  their  feelings, 
through  their  vocal  chords  or  the  instrument 
they  play.  ; 

"I  can't  even  properly  express  the  feelings  1 
get  from  the  music  I  play,  except  to  say  it's  a 
feeling  of  love  and  unity.  I  want  people  to 
hear  this  music  and  share  the  good  feelings  I 
derive  from  it.  Through  the  tunes  I  play,  I  am 
able  to  express  myself,  and  feel  this  is  a  subtle 
way  to  spread  the  love  I  feel." 

On  February  17th  at  8:00  pm,  Chris  will 
have  a  chance  to  do  orte  last  show,  and  as  she 
always  did,  "spread  a  little  love." 

Chris,  to  know  you  was  to  love  you, 
I'm  proud  and  lucky  to  have  shared  my  life 
with  you.  Without  you,  my  dearest  friend  and 
sister  my  heart  sings  the  blues  for  you.  But  you 
left  me  with  the.  music  and  many  memories, 
and  I  thank  you.
